F., in 
January.—Cholera was epidemic 
from June to’ August. The local 
authorities -showed praiseworthy 
energy In their prompt institution 
of preventive . measures.—Road- 
making has progressed uninterrupt- 
edly despite straitened provincial 
finances, The completion of the 
motor road to Liuchow has given, 
Nanning improved communication 
with the more central parts of the 
province, Kwangsi now has more 
than 1,000 miles of motor road, most 
of which has been constructed dur- 
ing the last two years. The provin- 
cial authorities plan to increase 
this mileage greatly during 1928 
and 1929, With a view to: intensi- 
fled development of provinclal com- 
munications and resources, the 
Kwangai, Board of Public Works 
has undergone much reorganisation 
and expansion during the past year, 
Its new and spacious hend-quarters 
are equipped , with technical 
libraries and an analytical labora-

CANADA'S KKK.’ 


REVELATIONS POINTING TO 
‘ITS' STARTLING INFANCY, - 


GREAT ANXIETY. 


The invisible Empire, Knights 
of the Klu Klux Klan, hag 
attracted wide attention in 
Canada during the. past few 
weeks by reason of attempts to 
create a Canadian branch of the 
organisation.. The attempts, as 
a matter of fact, have been un- 
usually successful, but the’ Klan 
of late has become suspect’ by 
reason of charges’ brought 
against one of the original organ- 
isers in the courts of Saskat- 
chewan and ‘the. ‘extraordinary 
testimony given by one Hugh 
“Pat” Emmons, who attained the 
rank of “Exalted Cyclops.” The 
facts of the case, as drawn from 
the evidence, are not without in- 
terest, a correspondent informs 
the “Manchester Guardian.” 

' Mr. Emmons, who at one time 
was an evangelist in Indiana, U.S., 
came, to Saskatchewan as an or- 
ganiser for the Klan in the 


jautumn of 1926, At that: time 


Mr. Emmons and two other or- 
ganisers undertook . the task of 
converting the citizens of Saskat- 
chewan to the Klan. By the 
spting of 1927 they had succeed- 
ed in “signing up” a number. of 
members variously estimated be- 
tween 50,000. and 60,000, The 
fee’ was ten dollars, and the 
organisers, it now appears, kept 
all of this money except a smal 
amount which’ was remitted to 
the headquarters of the Canadian 
order—the “Imperial Palace’— 
at Toronto. In the summer of 
1927 the members began to seek 


lan explanation of .the disposition 


of the funds of the Klan, and the 
organisers decided to put on one 
last. campaign for members: and 
then resign. Accordingly they 
announced that: the membership 
fee would be increased from $10 


'to $25 in a few months, and many 


persons were so prevailed upon to 
become. members immediately. 
Finally Mr. Emmons’s colleagues 
or chiefs resigned and went. to 
Australia, carrying .with them, 
according to Mr. Emmons, about 
$600,000; he himself also’ resign- 
ed and returned, to Indiana with 
$20,000 according to his own 
testimony... 

Therenfter the Klan languish- 
ed until the members held a 
meeting, selected officers to direct 
their affairs, and defined the pur- 
poses of the order.’ The officers 
discovered the huge amounts 
of fees subscribed “ and 
brought an action for,.embezzle- 
ment against Mr. Emmons, he 
being the only one who could be 
found.’ “Mr. Emmons was extra- 
dited from the United States, 
brought. to trial a few weeks ago 
in Regina, Sask, and was finally 
discharged for the reason that 
the contract he had entered into 
with the “Supreme Wizard" in 
Toronto authorised him to take 
virtually all of the moneys paid 
to him by ‘those whom he induced 
to join the Klan. In discharging 
Mr. Emmons the magistrate 
said :— i . 

It seems to me almost un- 
believable. that in the great Bri- 
tish Dominion of Canada a gang 
of adventurers can come and do 
what they have done, take thou- 
sands of dollars out of the 
pockets of innocent men. _ This 
province used tobe called “the 
West.” Years ago we used to 


.[say, “Go west, where men are 


men,” but, believe me, after what 
I have listened to in this case I 
believe we have a very poor man- 
hood when we allow: this gang 
from the United States to. come, 
here and: collect money and have 
the audacity to tell the people of 
this province what the principles 
of nationhood,are. 
AIMS OF THE KLAN. 

While the testimony of wit- 
nesses'in the trial has damped 
the ardour of the members, it is, 
apparently, the intention to keep 
the order alive. According to the 
“Imperial: Wizard” of Saskat- 
chewan,. Mr. «J. W.: Rosborough, 
there are 104 branches ‘or lodges 
of the Klan-in the province,’ and 
the. members ‘have dedicated 
themselves -to the preservation in 
their province of “Protestantism, 
racial purity, economie freedom, 
just laws and liberty, separation 
of Church from State, pure 
patriotism, restrictive and ‘selec- 
tive. ‘immigration, ‘freedom of 
apeech and Press, law and order, 
higher. moral standards and one 
public school.” © Dealing with 
these matters, the “Imperial 
Wizard,” in a-public statement, 
declaresi— 0 1 

“Mr. Rosborough,' inthe’ same 
statement, hastens to quiet. any 
fears’: which’ public’ . men. in 
Saskatchewan. might .. entertain 
of being dragged from’ their. beds 
by.'a_ party “of. - hooded knights.

Mr. Wood, senr., was too ill to 
be seen, but'a graphic account of 
what took place was given by an 
elder son, Mr. Harry Wood. 

The “General Gordon,” which 
had been his father’s property 
for the last seven or eight years, 
had been laid off for some time 
owing to damage to her nets. It 
was decided to take the vessel 
out for line fishing, and she left 
the harbour early in the morning.

SOLD TO BREAKERS. 


With the hauling down of the Bri- 
tish. colours on board’ the “China”, 
in Osaka at 9 am. on July 23, an- 
Lother P. and O. stenmer passes. into 
the shipbreakers': handa, says the 
“Japan Chronicle.” , 

The, “China,” which was one of | 
the best-known and’ most popular | 
of the company’s ships, was built by 
Messrs, Harland & Wolff, Ltd, of 
Belfast, and launched in July, 1896. 
She was one of a new class, 
of which: five in all were built, and. 
was the only one-bullt by the Bel- 
fast firm. Costing ‘some £60,000 
more than the others, she ‘was 
reckoned the -crack ship of the; 
fleet when she was first put into ser- 
vice, She outlived her four sister | 
ships by six-yenra, the last being the 
iN-fited Egypt. Tho others—the | 
India, Arabia, and Persia, all met- 
disastrous but glorious ends during 
the Great War, while carrying: out 
thelr duties as armed merchantmen, 

Ashore on Perim. . 

The China herself nearly came to 
on carly end by running ashore on} 
the island of Perim, at the southern 
end of the Red Sea, early in 1898, 
on the voyage home fram Australia. | 
She remained on. the island till Sep. | 
tember of the same year, when. 
nfter many ineffective; efforts, she’ 
was floated off. The P. & O. Co.'s 
own staff did this work, with two 
Salvage steamers standing by. She 
was patched up and returned to the 
builders under ber own steam, and | 
an entirely new bottom was put in’ 
as far as the forward funnel, 

The “China” was again put into 
commission in 1900 on the Aus- 
tralian run, and here she was still 
one of the most popular ships on 
necount of her comfort and speed. 

Hospital Service in War. 

When the “M” class superseded 
the India and China clasa she was 
put on the Bombay mail run till the 
war, throughout which she served 
as a naval hospital ship. . At the 
cessation of hostilities she was’ ‘fit- 
ted up ag a transport, and used for 
taking ‘troops back ta England. 
During-this period she broke the 
record from London to Bombay by 
completing the voyage in a Nttle 
over 17 days—a time that still holds 
good. 

In 1920 she underwent an entire’ 
refit, and was again put on the 
Bombay mail service, until lately, 
when she was sold for breaking up 
to the Osaka Kaiji Kabushiki Kai- 
sha, Messrs, Summers & Co., of 
Kobe, negotiating the sale,

MERCHANT’ SERVICE | 
VIEWS. 


«CRITICISMS. 


The very interesting discussion 
upon the standard ' uniform of 
Merchant Service officers, which ° 
took: place at the Southampton * 
Shipmasters’ Club, revealed the’ 
widely divergent views held by 
those who have the right to wear 
it. Criticisms out of number have 


been made regarding the ‘design - 


of rank marks and there is a gen- 
eral opinion throughout the ser- 
vice that they were the result of 
an attempt to meet a newly ad- 
mitted need, and at_ the same 
time avoid any possibility of con- 
fusion with distinctive marks of 
the Royal Navy. 

At the time this latter con- 
sideration would be‘ bound to 
carry ‘weight for uniform was so! 
generally worn and differences in 
type between these of the Navy 
and Mercantile Marine so small, 
that adoption of the executive | 
curl for example, would have ren- | 
dered mistakes inevitable. Still , 
there is no denying the fact that 
the standard . uniform ‘of . the 
Merchant Navy is by. no means 
so presentable .as it might’ be: 
some. ranks fare worse than 
others, the second officer being 
particularly unfortunate.

MR. CHU CHAO-HSIN. 


“INTERVIEWED IN 
SHANGHAL 


HONG KONG RELATIONS. 


Shanghai, Aug. 4. _ 

Mr. Chu Chao-hain, Commissioner 
of Foreign Affairs for Kwangtung 
Provinca and recently: appointed 
Vice-Minister of the -Walchiaopu, 
arrived Jn Shanghal yesterday 
afternoon’ by the atr. “President 
Lincoln.” He was accompanied by 
Megays. Chu Chu-seng and Chen 
Kai-tal,, his ‘private secretaries. 
Mr. Chu, it will be .recalled, was 
formerly . Foreign Commiasioner 
here and a Senator. Later he 
served ‘as Consul-General at San 
Franctsco, Charge d'Affaires at 
London and Minister to Italy. 

After a few hours . stay at the 
Oriental Hotel, Mr. Chu left for 
Nanking last night to confer with 
the Foreign Minister, Dr. C. T. 
Wang, and other officials, He ex- 
pecta to return to Canton in a 
fortnight or so. ‘ 

Asked by a representative of the 
“North-China Daily News” when 
he proposed to assume hig new ap- 
pointment, Mr. Chu said that he did 
not yet know.’ It depended upon 
hia visit to Nanking. He was going 
to Nanking to take the oath of 
offices and to conform with the 
inaugural formalities of assuming 
the post.. Last year, he. was twice 
appointed to the post but did not 
come north to complete the formali- 
ties. Now that China had a unifi- 
ed government in. fact, as well 
as In name, it was an‘.opportune 
time for him to come and offer his 
services to China. He felt duty 
bound, therefore, to make the trip. 


THE ATTRACTION OF JAPAN. 

Asked when he’ would return to 
Canton, he said that he would: do 
so as soon as conditions permitted 
and all necessary arrangements had 
been made respecting the duties 
attached to his new post. He -ex- 
pected, however, to be able to return 
in a fortnight or so. Mr, Chu felt 
that he should remain In Canton 
and continue his work there because 
the foreign affairs of Kwangtung 
were of the utmost importance and 
he had to see that they “were 
managed’ properly. While he could 
manage, the foreign affairs of 
the province -in Canton . he 
could -at the same. time help 
in the provincial ‘administration 
and take his share in shaping the 
foreign policy of the Nationalist 
Government in Nanking by means of 
the teleyraph, Furthermore, he 
wished to be near to serve his, aged 
mother. ‘ : 

Questioned with reference to the 
offer which had. been made to him 
to become Minister to Japan, Mr. 
Chu remarked that he had: twice 
been offered the post and that he 
had provisionally accepted. In the 
event of his acceptance, he would 
have to leave his Canton post. He 
was glad to accept the post, never- 
theless, because ‘it was concerned 
with many very vital, diplomatic 
problems. To Mr. Chu, there was 
no other diplomatic appointment of 
equal importance to that one and 
he could serve his country better if 
he accepted the offer and went to 
Tokyo. ‘ 

Mr. Chu sald that ‘of. all his 
wiplomatic successes, the one which 
gave him the most satisfaction was 
the resumption of friendly relations 
between Hong Kong and Canton. 
After Str Miles Lampson’s visit to 
Canton last year, the strained rela- 
tionships between China and Great 
Britain began to Improve and, as a 
result of .exchange visits by and 
between Marshal Li Chai-sum and 
Sir Cecil Glementi, the relations of 
Canton and Hong Kong became as 
cordial as ever before. All’ ill- 
feeling caused by mutual mis- 
understanding disappeared - as the 
morning dew before the rising sun. 
Hong Kong and Canton -merchanta 
were once more able to resume their 
trade ‘with one another, unhampered 
.and unmolested... Mr. Chu rejoiced 
over this happy state of affairs and 
he thought that all would agree that 
everything he did to.assist Marshal 
Li, was for the’ common good of all. 
Another thing which gave him 
extreme satisfaction - was Great 
Britain's -unconditional return of 
the old British Consulate premises 
and in this conection, he ‘greatly 
appreciated the generous assistance 
of Mr.-J. F. Brenan, the British 
Consul-General in Canton, without 
whose :aid ‘the negotiations «would 
have been rendered extremely diffi- 
cult::.Thus, Mr. Chu thought, was 
one of the best things performed 
within the past score of years.

New York, July 30. 

Charles Paddock, joint holder of 

_ the world's record for the 100-yard 
dash, recently made a speech over 
the radio telling of an Incident at 
the Olympic Games in 1924, Said 
he: ° : ; 

“It was suggested that the 
“American who drew. the. inside 
lane that day, the moment that he 
was set, ‘should start running. 
The rest of us would know what 
to expect and could save,. our- 
selves. But Abrahams, the Eng- 
lishman, in. order to protect him- 
self would have to 0, ‘too, expend- 
ing his energy. . Of course if the 
“first American was not called back 
he would undoubtedly win, But if 
he did not get away with it, then 
the next American would try, and 
the next, , until each American 
would have started twice, while 
Abrahams would have had ‘to start 

* hard eight times, In that many 
chances it was very probable that 
one American would get away. 
But if no one did, it would not 
make any difference, because 
Abrahama would be so worn: out 
from his eight trials that an 
‘American would win anyway, 

“Grand: Idea."

NEW TYPE OF VALVE 


THE SHIELDED GRID, 


(By N. My “Goddard, BE.) 


In the year 1888 Edison noticed 
in an ordinary electric light lamp 
an effect which formed the basis 
of subsequent investigation in the 
evolution of. the’ valve, This was 
that’ if. metal plate were placed 
within the glass of the Iamp and 
not connected in any way Inside 
the lamp to the filament 
a small current would flow 


‘|*}in the clreuit to which the plate 


was connected. For some time no- 
thing further was done until in 
1905 Fleming produced a two elec- 
trode valve, which was used pure- 
ly as a rectifler, A: little while 
later De Forest added the third 
electrode or grid, and we then had 
the valve as we know it to-day. 

’ Now although great strides 
have been made in the past 20 
years, and although special pur- 
pose valves have been evolved and 
have given satisfaction, the, funda- 
mental character{stics of the valve 
are much the same 28 they. were 
in the beginning, . 

From the point of view of satis- 
factory performance within. its 
own limits the present-day valve 
gives no cause for complaint, but 
it does not give us the. amplifica- 
tion which we would like In radio 
frequency stages, and it has an 
inherent tendency to cause self- 
oscillation by reason of its inter- 
electrode capacity. If these faults 
could be eliminated, or at any' rate’ 
considerably -lessened, we should 
-be able: to.obtain better results 
‘from any circuit. 


AN ELECTRODE. 


‘ Lately there. has been produced 
a valve which promises to o ‘er 
come these difficulties to a very 
great extent.: It has a fourth elec- 
trode, which is very similar in ap- 

‘| pearance to the ordinary grid, but 
of which the functions are entire- 

Jy different. We shall consider 
briefly the purpose and effect of 
this additional electrode, but. be- 
fore doing so shall discuss in a 
few words some of the conditions 
mét with in the ordinary three elec- 
trode valve, 

First of all this type consists of! 
three parts, the filament, the grid, ! 
and the plate. When the filament 
is heated it acts as a source. of 
electrons, which shoot off at a 
high velocity. The plate is given., 

‘| a positive potential by. means of a 
B battery or its equivalent, so that 

‘some of these electrons, which are 
‘negative particles of clectricity, 
are attracted to it’ and cause a 
current to flow in the plate cir- 
cuit, The grid is Interposed be- 
tween the filament'and plate, and 
.acts,.a8s a control to govern, the 
number of electrons that will reach 


» | the plate, and hence vary the cur- 


rent which flows. Now, the grid 
is generally at a negative poten- 
tial, and will tend to prevent the 
electrons wandering away from the 
filament, and it {s only by putting 
ra relatively high positive potential 
upon the plate that the repelling 
effect of the grid can ‘be over- 
come. - There js also another effect 

| which tends-.to prevent this flow, 
and {t is caused by. the electrons 
themselves, ‘The filament is sur- 
rounded by a cloud of them, all 
of which are negative. Some of 
them reach the plete, some simply 
shoot off and . float close to the 
filament, 86 that any which follow 
have’ to force their way through 
this cloud or field. This collection 
| is called the space charge, and the 
{plate has to overcome thia as well 
|.as the resistance offered by ‘the 
| grid. It is, therefore, easy to see 
that a considerable part of the, 
plate potential {3 utilised solely 
for the purpose of. counteracting 
y these effects, - ; .: 
Actually the space charge, be- 
cause it is so much closer to: the 
; grid, ia the more harmful, so that 
; if we could do away with It we 
should ‘only require a much small- 
er plate potential to obtain re- 
sults eqial to those’ obtained at 
present, and the grid would. also

As a matter of fact, we have at 
the present time quite a number of 
high amplification valves, but, as 
this characteristic: is only obtain- 
ed by narrowing the grid spaces, 
the ‘grid-plate: capacity fs increas- 
ed so much that there is the 
greatest difficulty .in controlling 
oscillations due to the feed-back 
effect. This is due to the fact 
that there is energy in the plate 
circuit at a high potential compar- 
ed to that in the grid circuit, and 
as the two elements are equivalent 
to two plates of a condenser, some 
of this energy will feed back, ‘and 
will be lost’ to the plate circuit, 
ag well as causing self-oscillation. 
It would obviously be of great ad- 
vantage to reduce this capacity if 
we could, F 


; THE “PLACING. 
Let‘us now ‘conafder the effect 


Jof ‘placing the extra electrode be- 


tween the plate and the grid. By 
making it sufficiently open and ap- 
plying a suitable positive poten- 
tial, we could make sure that it 
would cause no obstruction and 
would counteract the effects of the 
space charge. Again, it would 
make the grid more effective, and 


80 ‘increase the amplification of the. 


valve, but at the same time it 
would produce another and very 
important: effect, and an effect for 
which we have been striving for 
years In connection with radio fre- 
quency amplification, viz. reduc- 
tion of grid-plate capacity. The 
result is achfeved. in this manner. 
We have a solid plate, a very open 
grid, and the normal -grid:in that 
order, There, is capacity between 
the plate and the extra grid, 
but this capacity ia relatively 
‘emall because of the open- 
ness of this grid. There is algo 
capacity of a like nature between 
the normal grid and the extra grid, 
so that between the normal grid 
and the plate there are two capa- 


cities in serfes, both of which-aro ; 
smaller than, the usual grid-plate, 


capacity. Now, the effect of plac- 
ing capacities in series to produce 
a resultant capacity which is very 


much smaller than either of tho’ 


components, so that in’ this parti. 
cular construction we have enor- 
mously reduced the grid-plate 
capacity; in fact, almost eliminat- 
ed it, and with it ‘all its harmful 
effects upon -circult efficiency, 
Therefore, by placing the fourth 
electrode between the -plate and. 
grid a valve'is prodticed which has 
very great advantages. It is high- 
ly efficient as to plate’ potential; 
‘it Was great amplification: and 
practically no grid-plate capacity, 
60 that it is practically ‘self. 
stabilising. ¢ ;

DISCOVERY OF THE ISLAND

BRITISH . WARSHIPS. 


‘ Honolulu, Aug. 3. 

The big pageant this month 
which will climax the sesquicenten- 
nial celebration of the discovery of 
Hawall by the British efrcumnavi- 
gator, Captain James Cook, has 
been put in rehearsal, and. final pre- 
parations are being made for’ the 
reception ‘of distinguished visitors 
expected to come here for the occa 
sion. 

The addrouia to be delivered at 
the formal meeting commemorating 
the ‘discovery af the Islands will be 
published, under the present plans 
of the Cook sesquicentennial com- 
mission. . 

Sir Henry Hewbold of England, 
prominent British naval historian, 
is ‘preparing an authoritative paper 
on Captain Cook's Ufe, but will not 
be present when it is read. 

U.S.A. Relations, 

_ Dwight F. Davis, United States 
secretary of war, who will represent 
President Coolidge at the celebra- 
tion, will read a paper dealing with 
the early relations of Hawaii and 
the United States, 
ruthers of Sydney, Auatralia, emin- 
ent authority on. Cook and his 
voyages, will, speak,: Professor 
Frank Alfred 
Stanford University will . address 
the meeting on.the relations of 
Russia and Hawaii during the early 
nineteenth century. Judge W. 
Howay of British Columbia, au- 
thority on history of the Pacific 
northwest, will discuss 
tions of that region and Hawaii. 
Governor Wallace R. Farrington, of 
Hawali is expected to preside. 

Three British warships — the 
cruiser . “Cromwell” representing 
the British government, the cruiser

CHARGED WITH DEATH. 
MANILA ‘SENSATION.

Responsibility ‘for the prepara- 
tion of the medicine. which was 
alleged to have killed Anastacia 
Clemente, 18, on the operating 
table at Saint Paul’s Hoapital, 
was placed upon Dr. Gregorio 
Favis, senior surgeon of the hos- 
pital in charge of the operation, 
by Miss Lorenza Somera, nurse 
of the same institution, at the 
continuation of the hearing 
yesterday morning before Judge 
Anacleto : Diaz, of the sixth 
branch of the court of first ins 
stance of Manila, Dr. Favis with 
Dr. J. Amando Bartolome, assist- 
ant surgeon, and’ Miss Somera, 
are accused of homicide through 
reckless. imprudence. ? 

Dr. Favis, Miss: Somera told 
the court, ordered her to prepare 
a solution of 10 per cent. cocaine 
and a- mixture of adrenalin. She 
said Dr. Bartolome filled the first 
syringe with the medicine she 
prepared by order of Dr. Favis, 
She added that'the” other two 
syringes were filled. by Miss 
Montinola, a student nurse in the 
hospital. 

As a nurse, Miss Somera told 
the + court, she. could not 
determine . how much» of that 
medicine would ‘be fatal or suf- 
ficient for a given patient. She 
said shé thought that the:percent- 
age of the. medicine varied with 
the power of resistance of a 
patient.
